Pollination—With pears two varieties are needed. The 
only combination that is cross-incompatible is Seckel and 
Bartlett. A third variety is needed with the above two. 


Peach Tree Poliination—With the exception of J. H. Hale, all the 
peach varieties are self fruitful. 


Peach Tree Bore Control— 

DDT has proven very effective for control of peach tree borer. 
Applications are made to the trunk of the tree (from first limbs 
to ground) being sure to get good coverage. Two applications are 
recommended, one in July, the second in August (consult State 
authorities for timing). We recommend Liquid 30 DDT, 1 gallon 
per 100 gallons of Spray for best results. 50% Wettable Powder 
may also be used at the rate of 6 to 8 lbs. per 100 gallons of spray. 
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Cherry Trees 


Cherry trees will not thrive on flat or wet land. The 
soil must be dry. It might be light sand or clay loam, or 
any soil between these. The only stipulation is dryness. 

Also another important fact about cherry trees is the 
rootstock; namely, the Mazzard and Mahaleb. The Maz- 
zard is the old type rootstock that your father and grand- 
father would graft. These are natural sweet cherry roots 
and live over a long period. The other is the Mahaleb, 
the imported sour cherry root. This rootstock is standard 
for sour cherries but when sweet cherry varieties are 
budded on this root they usually have a shorter life than 
when budded on the Mazzard rootstock.

The Musselman strain of Niontmoreney virlis free 
Third Generation. 

This strain of Montmorency was selected from the C. H. 
Musselman Company orchards and planted by the Penn- 
sylvania State College Agricultural Experiment Station 
at Arendtsville, Pennsylvania, for the sole purpose of 
obtaining an orchard that is absolutely free of virus 
diseases. In this way they are able to supply the more 
progressive nurserymen with budwood free from the 
dreaded virus diseases and also with a true-to-name 
strain of Montmorency that is superior to all others. It is 
from this orchard that we obtain all our budwood for 
our sour cherries. 

We grow no other variety of sour cherry because there 
is no reliable source of virus free budwood for these other 
varieties and this way we eliminate chances of con- 
tamination in the nursery.

POLLINATION OF PLUMS—With the exception of 
Stanley, which is self-fruitful, all the prune plums should 
be inter-planted to insure a good set. Of the other varieties, 
Burbank, Shiro, Red June and Methley each can he 
planted by themselves, but you will receive better results 
if two or more varieties are inter-planted. 


POLLINATION OF CHERRIES—Governor Wood, Black 
Tartarian, Windsor and Yellow Spanish can be planted by 
themselves. The other varieties are self-unfruitful and 
must be planted along with one of the above named 
varieties. The best variety for pollination is the Black 
Tartarian. 


Chinese Chestnuts 


2s Ching Chow—A truly blight resistant strain, probably 
more so than any others. The trees grow fast, and are 
heavy producers of big tasty chestnuts the second or third 
year after planting. The tree is also very suitable for 
ornamental purposes. Plant in pairs for cross polliniza- 
tion.
